The jury empanelled to inquire 
into the death of E. F. Braun met 
again on Friday afternoon bast in 
the office formerly occupied by the 
lat: C, L. Peterson, Coroner Dr 
J]. L. Clarke, Mr, C, Decker, of 
whe Attorney-Gkneral’s Depart 
ment, Court Reporter Kinsey and 
Const. J. Jarman of the A. P. P., 
and the jury composed of Mr. J. 
M. Reed, foreman, A, Brusso, A. 
McNaughton, A. G. Studer, C 
AdsH:ad and J. E, Huget all 
being present. 

The witnesses where Mrs. E. F. 
Braun who was the victiin of the 
murderous assault by her husband 
Mr. and Mrs, H. Gabel, uncle and 
aint of the lad Harold, Mr. Daa 
Dippel, Dr. W. G. Evans and 
Const.

All the rvidence tended to suov 
that Braun through his ungovern- 
able temper and frenzied action 
was responsible for the tragedy 
avhich issulted and ended in his 
sudden death.

little brother, Earl aged 9, threw 
himself on the ground beside his 
mother and father and patted his 
father on the side of the head 
calling on Daddy to leave his 
mother alone, but this had no 
effect on his father.

little fellow was so badly shaken 
by sobbing that part of his 
evidence was almost inaudible, 
Mr, Becker anid Mr. Kinsey how- 
ever by their fine tact and sym_ 
pathy finally got the evidence. 

Const. Jarm&anftokd how Mrs. 
Bratin had called him up once c- 
twice for him to help her about 
Braun's actions but as she told 
him that she did not want Braun 
put away nor would she lay a 
charge against him he advistd her 
‘o see the iawy@'s as he could do 
nothing in the matter. The last 
time Mrs, Braun called him was 
on Friday. The next time he was 
called was on Sunday when he 
wes notified by Dr. Evans of 
what had happened and tie went 
mut to take up the case. He stat_ 
ed that Harpld told him a very 
straightforward, story and he did 
not arrest him ‘but brought him 
in to his tincle for safe keeping. 
Both Mr, and Mrs. Gabel’s evi_ 
dence went to show that Braun 
was of a very uncertain temper, 
and Mrs, Braun stated that Braun 
had suffered an accident some 
years ago by being thrown from 
a horse when his head was hurt. 

Mr. Dan Dippel had known 
deceased for about 20 years and 
had known his father before him. 
He stated that Braun had tried to 
get him to sign a note for 8500 
Upon Mr, Dippels refusal Braun 
lost his temper. He had thought 
Braun wrong mentally for a long 
time. Braun had said he thought 
that women should have nothing 
to do with business, that he 
thought the law should allow a 
man to get a divorce for #2. He 
stated that God had told him to 
kiss anothet,woman, and that if he 
did not get his own way he would 
have to use violence, 

Dr, Evans gave evidence along 
lines previously reported and des- 
cribed graphically the injuries. to 
the head and also his findings in 
the post-mortem examination, . 

Mr. Becker then addressed tne 
jury and quoted English Jaw in 
regard to justifiable homocide and 
other facts in regard o> such cases 
ag thts. 

Coroner Dr, Clarke also ad 
dressed ‘the jury and explained 
their duty, after which they retired 
to consider their verdict.

Agents specializing in Irish busi- 
ness in Canada and the United 
States look for a big boom in steam- 
ship passenger traffic, according to 
reports received from steamship 
companies.
